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Germans Lose Heavily 
In Effort To Recover 


| Ground From Frenc 


Gen. Petain’s Force Offers Determined Resistance—Attackers Driven 
Back Except At Few Points Recaptured Later—British Break Up 
Attempted Raid At Loos—Russian Attacking Front In Galicia 
Lengthened To 30 Miles, Centring On Halicz, Key To Lemberg— 
Hold Positions Gained A Week Ago. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

North of the Aisne the French again have checked the German 
crown prince in an effort to regain the line of the Chemin-des- 
Dames. 

Attacking on four sectors along a front of seven and a half miles 
from north of the Laffaux mill to the Froidmont farm, the Germans 
were met by determined resistance on the part of the French and 
sustaining” heavy losses were repulsed completely except on the 
eastern end of the line between Bovettes and Froidmont farm. Here, 
on a front of nearly two miles, the fighting was desperate and the 
French after several hours were able to regain some lost elements. 
| Later in the day in local engagements the French recaptured more 
| of the lost trenches, 

Kast of Cerny, on the eastern end of the Aisne front, General 
Petain’s men in an attack were able to enlarge the ground captured 
on July 1 near Ailles, On the left bank of the Meuse, northeast of 
Verdun, the French took the offensive and carried three strong sal- 
ients, One was west of De Mort Homme and the other two south- 
west of Hill 304, the dominating height west of the Meuse and against 
which the German crown prince threw ineffectual attacks during 
the past week. German efforts to dislodge the French from their 
newly-won positions were fruitless, 

Cent On Halicz. 

The artillery and infantry fighting ‘in eastern Galicia is spread- 
ing. The Russian attacking front now has lengthened to thirty 
miles and fighting is in progress around Halicz, the key to Lemberg, 


the capital of Galicia. 

German efforts to dislodge the Russians from the positions gained at 
Godov and Koniuchy a week ago have been repulsed by General Brusiloff's 
men, Attacks some miles to the north and around Brzezany also failed. At 
Stanislau, south of Halicz and near Huta, south of Stanislau, the Russians 
have bers attacks, but according to Berlin they resulted in no gain of 
ground, 

On the British front in France there haye been several raids, but no 
infantry engagements of importance. 

In the air, however, there has been great activity. British airmen broke 
up German airplane squadrons and carried out successful raids against Ger- 
man airdromes, depots and troops, Sixteen German machines were driven 
down, ten out of control, and eight British machines are reported missing. 


PARIS, July 8.—The Cermans have 
sustained another defeat with severe 
losses on the Aisne, the war office an- 
neunced today. Attacks ct great vio- 
lence on four sectors were repulsed 
by the French. On the Verdun front 
the French captured four strongly or- 
ganized salients and held them against 
German attacks, 

The text of the statement follows: 

“On the Aisne front the night was 
marked by an intense bombardment 
directed at our positions from the 
north of Laffaux Hil, as far as Froid- 
mont Farm. At dawn the Germans de- 
oitvered: ~rttacks "swith: strong 
contingents in four.different sectors 
of this front. Our troops offered de- 
termined resistance to the masses of 
enemy forces, which suffered very 
heavy losses north and east of Laffaux 
Hill, near Mennejean Farm and west 
of Pantheon, We repu!sed all enemy 
attacks and maintained cur positions 
contpletely. 

Several Hours’ Struggle 

“Between Bovettes and Froidmont 

Farm the attack of the enemy devel- 
} oped on a front of three kilometres 
(nearly two miles). After a struggle 
of several hours we _ succeeded in 
ejecting the enemy from part of the 
elements of our first line, which he 
was unable to penetrate at the first

“The vice admiral at Dover has re- 
ports fron@ Dunkirk that information 
was received that enemy aircraft were 
attacking England, Five flights were 
sent up to intercept them as they re- 
turned. The raiding enemy aircraft 
were not seen, but three seaplanes 
were encountered and destroyed and 
one enemy airplane drivan down into 
the North Sea, Another enemy alir- 
plane was driven down, 

“The machines returned to replen- 
ish their petrol and left again immedi- 
ately, An enemy airplane was brought 
down in flames and another forced to 
land on the beach, damaged, near Os- 
tend. 

“During their operations none of

GOVT. CONTROL 
COMES INTO 
FORCE JULY 15 


President Wilson Issues Proclam- 
ation For The Regulation Of 
American Exports, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Govern- 
ment control of American exports au- 
thorized in the provision of the espion- 
age act, was directed to be put into 
operation July 15 by President Wilson 
tonight, with the issuance of a pro- 
clamation requiring the licensing of 
shipments to all countries of the most 
important export commodities, 

The commodities named in the list 
ire coal, coke, fuel oils, kerosene and 
gasoline, {ncluding bunkers; food 
grains, flour and meal, fodder and 
feeds, meats and fats; pig tron, steel 


billets, ship plates and strocturat 
shapes, scrap iron and scrap steel; fer- 
ro manganese; fertilizers; arms, am- 


munition and explosives. 

The inclusion of foodstuffs in the 
proclamation lends color to the state- 
nents that the administration is con- 
templating the advisability of a com- 
plete embargo for sixty days on all 
‘ood shipments to give the country 
time to ascertain the amount of its 
supplies and to give allied and neutral 
countries an opportunity to present a 
‘ull program of their requirements. 

The president in his statement said 
the government was trying first to 
imeliorate present food conditions 
and condtions At arevexpested to 
oy eee y7and © ext har- 
vest. Many officials, alarmed as to 
the wheat shortage and the heavy 
lrain the allies and neutrals are mak- 
ing on every kind of American food

Premier Ribot closed the debate for 
the government declaring tha the Ap- 
ril offensive was costly but that, in- 
stead of being a check, as aserted by 
some, it was a real success. Mistakes 
undoubtedly had been made, the pre- 
mier said, but we cannot rob our gen- 
erals of the audpecity that gives vic- 
tory, 

First ‘Test Vote 

In the first test vote, taken in re- 
gard to propriety of a resolution of 
the government, resulted favorably-to 
the yote, 357 to 167. 

The first distarbance came when 
President Deschane! declined to read 
a resolution proposed by Deputies 
Brizon, Blane and Broffin-Dugens, M. 
Deschanel said the resolution was un- 
constitutional and insult to the gov- 
ernment, é

A resolution ac- 
cepted by the government implying 
confidence in the sanitary department, 
Was adopted by a vote of 442 to 21, 

The chamber adjourned at 3.10 a.m,

THREE YEARS 


—Under Present Law Could 
Be Execution.

OTTAWA, July 8.—-The house of 
commons met on Saturday afternoon 
and took up in committee the phases 
of the military service bill. Several 
discussions developed as to the divi- 
sion of classes according to which men 
would be called upon to perform mili- 
tary service, According to the bill 
presented to the house young married 
men will be called out before unmar- 
ried men of 35, although the first 
three classes include only unmarried 
men or widowers without children up 
to that age. 

Fred Pardee orgued that unmarried 
men should be compelled to serve be- 
fore married men, and he said he felt 
strongly that this course would be in 
the best interests of the country. 

The reply on behalf of the govern- 
ment, however, was that men between 
the ages of 18 and 25 had been fouyad 
to perform the best miilitary service in 
the field, Whereas men over 35 did not 
stand the strain so well,

(The official French statemmnt on 
Saturday night said one French air- 
plane raided Essen, dropping bombs 
on the Krupp factory.) 

A semi-officiali German 
received here from Meunster, 
phalla, says: 

“Enemy airplanes visited the in- 
dustrial districts, dropping eight 
bombs and causing damage to the ex- 
tent of 2,000 marks. No industrial 
works were hit and thers were no

Demand for Reprisals 

One certain result of the raid will 
be an increased demand for reprisals 
on German cities, Several members 
of parliament have already announced 
their intention to raise the question.

Men Born in Britain or Canada| 


Involved In the New 
Legislation 


Washington, July T-—An antl-slack- 
er bill, designed to reach men of mili- 
tary age, born in Great Britain, Can- 
ada, Italy and other foreign countries, 
who have never taken steps toward 
naturalization, will be introduced 
Monday and urged for passage at this 
session by Chairman Burnett, of the 
house tinmigration committee. It will 
propose that such men shall be given 
30 or 60 days, from enactment of the 
bill to take out thelr first 
papers so as to be subject to military 
service, and that if they fail te do so, | 
within the perlod preseribed, they 
shall be deported, | 

Mr, Burnett said he thought was a 
deplorable fact that such men, while 
Americans are being sent to the front, 
are evading all responsibility both in 
their native country and in the coun- 
try of their Adoption.

Insanity Plea and “Hunger Strikes.” 

During the past few years we have 
heard a great deal of “hunger strikes” 
and the pleading of insanity on the 
part of murderers and would-be assas- 
sins When brought to trial, For some 
reason or other, people have come to 
lcok upon these as something new, or 
shall we say “newfangled.” As a 
matter of fact, both the insanity pleas 
and the hunger strike are very, very 
old. For instance, on the §th of July, 
1787, a Dr. Wliiott fired two pistols at 
a lady and gentleman while walking in 
Princes Street, London, Neither of 
them was injured, but the lady's gown 
was singed by the closeness of the ex- 
plosion, Elliott wes arrested, commit- 
ted to prison, brought to trial, and ac- 
quitted on a technical point, which 
was lack of proof that the pistols had 
been loaded with ball. Before the de- 
cision was rendered, however, Dr, El- 
liott’s friends had set up for him the 
plea of insanity and a very famous 
alienist of the time, a Dr. Simmons, 
supported the plea. He said that he 
had known Dr. Elliott for ten years 
and that a few weeks prior to the 
hooting the latter had written hiimn 
letters, concerning the celestial bodies 
and that one of these asserted that the 
sun Was “not a body of fire, as alleged 
by astronomers, but its light proceed- 
‘d from a dense and universal aur- 
ora,’ he said. Counsel to the govern- 
ment objected to this being regarded 
es a sign of insanity, saying that if an 


‘xtrevagant hypothesis were’ to be 
considered proof of lunacy, many 
learned and perfectly sane astrono- 


mers might be called madmen Despite 
the fact that the Insanity plea wag not 


teken into consideration, Dr. Ellio‘t 
having been acquitted on the afore 


inentioned technical ground, he died in 
prison of “self starvation,” in other 
words, he went on a “hunger strike,” 
made famous by the militant *suffra~ 
gettes in Londen, befcre the war, and 
succumbed to its effects, The curious 
part of the “insanity plea” is that a 
hundred years later a great many as- 
tronomers thought exactly as Dr, 
Elliott did regarding the aun, So Dr, 
Elliott may be said to be the father of 
the ineanity plea and the hunger 
strike.

Why should an individual be al- 
lowed to grow wealthy out of the 
public tragedy of war? 


‘Old Glory’? will win new glory 
on the fields of France. 


The U. S. has millions to lend 
and the Russian treasury is empty. 
Perhaps Mr, Root brought these 
facts to the timely attention of 
Petrograd. 


Admiral Sims says there is noth- 
ing in the story that American 
transports were attacked by sub- 
marines. And Seeretary Daniels 
is supposed to be a devotee of 
grape juice 

The Kaiser has been telling his 
subjects that ‘‘Old Fritz’’ is in 
the Elysian fields. In that event 
the chances of a family re-union 
are not very good. 


Current events in China upset 
the calculations of those critics 
who have been telling us-eynically 
that while Christendom was at 
war heathendom was at peace. 


Is the attack of the Hun driving 
British and French Canadians to- 
gether, or driving them apart? An 
attack from without ought to 
bring unity within. If it does not, 
there is mismanagement. 


The provinces which have sent 
the smallest proportion of men to 
the battle field are the provinces 
where men can best be spared, be- 
cause they haye the largest num 
ber of men not engaged in produc- 
ing food.

luxuries, 


The Junker leaders are talking 
about conferring electoral reforms 
in Prussia in the way they would 
be expeeted to talk if the Prus- 
sians were threatening to revolt. 
And the Junker leaders are not 
likely to be talking that way un- 
less they have trouble on hand, 


Strange that none of those Can- 
adian papers which are so busy 
lecturing the British authorities

One of our ninety-odd Dominion 
Government commissions has re- 
ported, This one was supposed to 
make inquiry into the possibilities 
of future trade with Great Britain, 
France and Italy; and about all 
it seems to have discovered is that 
when the war is over we may be 
able to sell some products in those 
countries if we take theirs in ex- 
change. As there are seven men 
on the commission, and they have 
been on a jaunt through Europe 
of some duration, the bill for this 
somewhat obvious bit of informa- 
tion is likely to be of substantial 
proportions, 


Hon. Mr. Sevigny says that un- 
der the conscription bill Alberta 
will likely be called on to supply 
10,000 of the men Quebec should 
supply, and whom Hon. Mr. 
Blondin says Quebec would sup- 
ply if right recruiting methods 
were used to get them, 


The British authorities have de- 
cided to allow three and a third 
millions more barrels of beer’ to 
be made this year than last. It 
may be the exclusive business of 
the British authorities, but there is 
nothing in this to cneourage 
Canadians to eat bran in order to 
export grain to England, 


One of the compensations which 
Canadians should get for the awful 


cost of this war is a clearer under-) 


standing and a better feeling be- 
tween the British and French 
races in Canada. If we do not 
get that we shall have missed the 


greatest blessing that could be 
gathered by the nation from the 
heroic sacrifice of its sons, 
There is common sense in the 
suggestion of the City Solicitor 


that electors be allowed to register 
any time during the first half of 
the year. There is, in fact, no 
reason at all for restricting the 
registration privilege to a couple 
of weeks.. Whatever is the pur- 
pose, the effect is to cut off a good 
many people who should be  al- 
lowed to vote, but who find it im- 
possible or inconvenient to get to 
the booths during the short time 
they are open. 


U.S. coal operators and Gov- 
ernment officials have been in 


conference and agreed upon the 
prices to be charged for coal at 
the mines. Canadian operators as 
a class would no doubt be willing 
to co-operate with the Government 
in a similar way if they were 
asked. In view of the prospective 
scarcity of coal next winter this 
is the time for the Government to 
act if it intends to act, so as to 
prevent the exceptions to the rule 
from holding up the public. 


The mines in the Crow’s Nest 
country, and also those in the 
Yellowhead district, have been 
reopened. But during the pro- 
longed tie-up a good many of the 


miners have gone to other em- 
ployment, Accordingly the 
inines are under-manned and the 
output below normal. As _ the 


reserve stocks have been depleted 
it is admitted that if the mines 
operate from this on at full blast 
they cannot‘altogether avert a 
serious fuel situation next winter. 
If the National Service system is 
capable of doing anything but 
shuffle post-cards this would be a 
good time and place to do it. If 
there is a ‘‘basie industry”’ in the 
country other than farming it is 
surely that of coal mining. These 
mines are understood to be now 
under Government control, If so, 
that avoids objections which 
would be raised if the Government 
got too energetic in rounding up 
nen to work for certain private 
nployers regardless of other in- 
terests. - Mr, Bennett did a good 
deal of talking six months ago 
about compelling men to work at 
the basic industries, particularly 
coal mining. What does he pro- 
pose to do about the situation in 
the Government-controlled mines 
upon which the western railways 
and a large part of the western 
people have to depend for ngxt 
winter’s coal?

Right Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier: Mr, 
Speaker, a week ago the Prime Mints- 
ter in his concluding remarks on intro- 


ducing this Bill expressed the hope 
that the measure would be discussed 
with fairness and moderation and 
without any bitter words or taunts. . 1 
can assure him that so far as we on 
this side of the House are concerned 
it will be our endeavor, eyen though 
we do not agree with the Bill, to facili- 
tate it and to find out the truth about 
it, and we ghall do that in such a spirit 
as to represent the views of all those 
who in thig matter have nothing at 
heart but the ingerest of our country 
as God gives them to see it. 

Indeed, I will go so far in this dir- 
ection ag not even to challenge the 
ominous words, amounting almost to a 
threat, which the Prime Minister used 
when he said thfit he was less con- 
cerned with the day when this Bill 
should pass, than with the day when 
our soldiers might return and find thig 
Pill not passed. Bir, let me with mod- 
eration take every possible issue with 
my right hon, friend upon this point. 
The Canadian soldiers are citizens of 
Canada, ‘hey have left vocations to 
do battle for a cause which they 
deem, and rightly deem, the cause of 
freedom. 1 would be loath to believe 
that wnen they return they will forge 
the principle to which they have dedi- 
cated their lives, whatever may be the 
fate reserved for this Bill by a still 
tree pecple. 

In approaching the discussion of 
ts Bill with moderation and fairness 
we shail not depart from the path that 
every one of us in this Chamber has 
followed, and especially during tho 
fast three years. I appeal, Sir, to the 
sense of justice of all members of this

Sir Wilfrid Laurier: They have ask- 
ed something more, They have asked 
that this Parliament should not pass 
this law until it has had the .dvan- 
tage of being thoroughly debated be- 
fore the people, and that the people 
should have an opportunity to express 
their opinion upon it, Is that an un- 
reasonable or unjust demand? No sir, 
it is neither unjust ner unreasonable, 
but it is denied, 1 ask jaow; is.it too 
ate to ask the Government to yield to 
the petitions which have been receiv- 
ed from all the working classes, pray- 
ing that the people shall be consulted? 
No, it is not too late, and in the name 
of union and good-will, T personally

But there are objections ‘stated to 
this course, and what is urged by those 
who object? They say: “No, this can- 
not be granted, because’ recruiting 
must proceed at once, and the gaps 
must be filled immediately.’

The Act passed in 18638 to create 
regiments all over the country remain- 
ed a dead letter in the province of 
Quebec, A few regiments were estab- 
lished in the cities, but in the rural 
parts of the community the Act was a 
dead letter, 

Such was the condition of public 
opinion on these matters, or rather 
the absence of public opinion—until 
1910 when the Naval Bill was intro- 
duced in this House. Everybody re- 
members that the Naval Bill was 
fougbt with great bitterness by the 
Nationalists in the province of Que 
bec,. The Nationalists hal been organ- 
ized by Mr, Bourassa in 1908, the first 
article of their platform being; 
no participation by Canada in 
Imperial wars outside her own 
territory. This was the doc- 
trine preached by Mr Bourassa 
and his friends from 1903 up to the 
date [I have just mentioned, In 1910, 
when the Navy Bill was introduced, 
this doctrine was preached by the Na- 
tionalists with new viger and with 
new bitterness It was tirst put to the 
test in the election in  Drummond- 
Arthabaska. lMverybody is aware that 
the doctrine of “no participation tn 
war’ won Drummond and Arthabaska 
for the Conservative party at that 
time, Then came the election of 1911, 
in whieh there was a close alliance 
between the Conservative party of 
that day and the Nationalists in” the 
province of (Quebec On the issue 
which [ have mentioned this election 
was fought--in the provinee of Que- 
at all events--and the result is 
well known Well, Sir, whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall Lhe reap, The 
Conservatives obtained a victory, Ir 
the province of Quebec the Liberals 
went into the contest with 50 seats on 
their side, fifteen being held by their 
opponents, We came back with 37 and 
the Conservatives with 27, and almost 
every man of those 27 was elected on 
the platform and the promise that 
Canada should never participate in 
the wars of Great Britain, The polling 
figures are still more significant. The 
Liberal vote polled in that election 
was 164,281, and the Conservative 
169,299; so the people were divided 
pretty equally. In view of these’ figures 
and the fact that those 27 were eclect- 
ed upon the platform of no participa- 
tion by Canada in the wars of Great 
Britain, is it surprising that there has 
been so little enlistment in Quebec? 
When the Government wanted the 
people of Quebec to enlist they could 
appeal to only one-half of the prov- 
ince and not to the other half, 

But that is not all, I have another 
reproach to address to the Govern- 
ment of the day, They never took any 
steps and never did anything condu- 
clve to enlistment in the province of 
Quebec, If Quebec had been properly 
appealed to, for my part 1 believe the 


people would have responded on an 
equal footing with the other prov- 
inces,

I repeat that, in my humble judg- 
ment. when the Prime Minister had in 
his possession such a letter as that, 
coming from his own colleagues, he

This is not a case of the province of 
Quebec alone; it anglies to all the pro- 
vinces of the Dominion. We have be- 
fore us one of the most complicated 
questions that has ever come before 
Parliament at any time. There is no | 
doubt at all in regard to it there are 
deep differences of opinion in the coun- 
try, and deep differences of opinion in 
this House, There afe here today men 
with whom I have workod in political 
association for thirty years, who are 
in favor of conscription; and men 
there are on the other side supporting 
the Government who are vupposed to 
conscription,¢When you have such a 
state of affafrs you see how deep are 
the differences on this question, Can 
you say that it is wise, that it ts good 
policy, that it is conducive to har- 
mony, in the face of such a condition, 
to force upon the people compulsory 
service? It seems to me that the Gov- 
ernment would have been better ad- 
vised if, instead of proposing compul- 
sory service, they had maintained the 
unity of all the elements that compose 
our population, There is no use in 
blinking the facts; the facts are as 1 
have stated, Let us face the situation 
courageously, and face it so as to have 
harmony amongst ourselves, and so 
that we may bring the greatest 
strength to the support of our troops 
at the front as well as +o the cause of 
the Empire in the war in which we are 
engaged. We live under British instl- 
tutions, We are a democratic country, 
Problems we have, problems we have 
always had and shall always have, 
The solution of our present problem is 
to appeal to our people, to appeal to 
them to lay aside passion and preju- 
dice and ask them to miake a sacrifice 
of something that they hold dear upon 
the altar of our common country.
